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The  Newburyport  Public  Library,  despite  a delay  in  moving  forward  with  its  building 
program,  experienced  positive  growth  during  FY'97  with  the  implementation  of  new 
services  and  projects.  With  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  "Food  For  Fines" 
was  instituted  during  this  time  period  between  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  Overdue 
fines  were  forgiven  if  a donation  of  food  for  the  needy  was  made.  This  program,  in 
conjunction  with  the  holiday  food  drive  by  Community  Service  of  Newburyport  Inc.,  was 
an  excellent  example  of  organizational  cooperation,  and  was  well  received  by  library 
users.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  sponsored  a new  service  entitled  "Express  Books",  a 
7 day  best  seller  rental  collection.  This  fundraiser  for  the  building  fund  makes  available 
leased  duplicate  copies  of  library-owned  books,  with  long  waiting  lists,  to  those  library 
users  wishing  to  pay  $1 .00  for  a 7 day  checkout  and  a $1 .00  a day  if  overdue.  Many 
borrowers  appreciate  this  lending  option  and  it  has  added  significant  dollars  to  the 
Friends'  building  fund.  In  a cooperative  effort  with  the  City  Clerk's  office,  the 
Newburyport  Public  Library  distributed  the  first  ever  city  wide  library  survey  with  the 
1 997  city  census.  Specifically  asking  for  citizen  input  regarding  library  service  hours,  the 
survey  had  2085  responses.  As  a result,  we  sought  and  received  funding  for  a trial 
period  to  open  on  Sundays  between  the  hours  of  1 - 5 p.m.  Implementation  and 
assessment  will  take  place  during  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  second  most  requested  time 
change,  later  night  hours,  will  be  addressed  in  another  fiscal  year. 

The  local  history  collection,  which  we  are  committed  to  preserving,  was  enhanced 
this  year  by  the  receipt  of  $10,000  in  federal  LCSCA  grant  funds  to  conserve  the 
photograph  and  mongraph  collection.  Original  books  in  disrepair  were  either 
reproduced,  rebound  or  put  in  phase  boxes,  and  over  300  historic  photographs  were 
reproduced  for  public  access  and  then  restored  and  preserved.  This  year  long  project 
has  provided  for  the  safekeeping  of  original  formats  without  compromising  access  to 
the  information  they  provide. 

Attendance  in  the  library  increased  by  3%  with  a 7%  growth  in  circulation  of  library 
materials.  Use  of  the  reference  department  services  experienced  a 1 0%  rise  over  last 
year.  There  has  been  a 48%  augmentation,  since  the  introduction  of  computerized 
services,  in  the  increased  usage  of  the  children's  room  with  the  introduction  of  new 
programs  made  possible  by  an  additional  part-time  staff  person.  One  hundred  sixty 
three  programs  were  offered  with  a total  attendance  of  2655  children  enjoying 
storytelling,  puppeteers,  and  musicians.  In  addition  to  the  library  reading  program,  we 
also  offered  services  in  conjunction  with  the  Newburyport  schools'  summer  reading 
program. 

As  structural  problems  continued  to  plague  the  library  building  in  FY'97,  we  learned 
that  we  had  been  put  on  a waiting  list  for  the  $2.1  million  approved,  but  not  allocated, 
by  the  Massachusetts  Public  Library  Construction  Grant  Program.  Newburyport  was 
designated  number  1 7 on  a waiting  list  of  28  Massachusetts  communities  slated  to 
receive  state  funding  for  their  building  projects.  Despite  this  disappointment,  the  library 
was  ranked  by  the  City's  Capital  Needs  and  Finance  Committees  as  one  of  the  top 
ranking  capital  projects  in  need  of  funding  by  the  city.  As  a result  the  proposed 
renovation  of  and  addition  to  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  was  placed  on  the  ballot 
in  May  with  three  other  projects  in  the  first  ever  special  election  for  a debt  exclusion 
vote.  The  library  was  the  "winning  loser"  in  this  attempt  to  exclude  the  cost  of 
necessary  municipal  capital  ventures  from  the  limits  of  Proposition  2 1/2.  Subsequently, 
library  supporters  lobbied  city  officials  to  place  the  library  project  on  the  November 
ballot  by  itself,  feeling  that  if  it  stood  on  its  own  merits,  it  would  be  successful.  At 
fiscal  year's  end,  the  city  council  voted  to  place  th  library  project  on  the  ballot  in 
November,  this  time  by  itself.  So  the  fiscal  year  closed  on  a optimistic  note,  hopeful  the 
FY'98  will  be  the  year  in  which  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  building  will  be  enabled  to 
serve  the  community  in  the  21  st  century  by  securing  the  necessary  funding  to  implement 
the  proposed  building  program. 

Special  recognition  is  due  the  library  staff,  the  eighteen  volunteers  who  support 
library  services  and  those  who  worked  with  the  ballot  committee,  the  Friends  of  the 
Library,  the  Board  of  Directors  and  city  officials  - all  of  whom  share  in  the  guardianship 
of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library.

To  Her  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  currently  maintains  two  city  cemeteries,  nine  city  parks, 
four  school  grounds,  five  athletic  fields,  and  three  hundred  seventy-eight  streets  and 
sidewalks . 

The  summer  schedule  includes  the  setup  for  Yankee  Homecoming,  the  cleanup  for  numerous 
pxiblic  events  for  the  downtown,  pickup  of  trash  in  the  city  parks,  and  assisting  the  Parks 
Coinmission  with  park  improvements. 

The  fall  schedule  includes  a citywide  leaf  pickup  program,  the  setup,  cleanup  and 
assistance  with  several  fairs  run  by  the  Newburyport  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  final 
mowing  of  parks,  cemeteries  and  athletic  fields. 

During  the  winter  the  Department  is  responsible  for  plowing,  removing  snow  and  chemically 
treating  three  hundred  seventy-eight  streets  that  comprise  Newburyport' s roadway  system. 

The  spring  schedule  begins  with  a citywide  cleanup  of  roadways,  painting  of  crosswalks, 
and  line  striping.  A cleanup  of  Pliam  Island  beaches  and  setup  of  lifeguard  stations 
begins.  The  tree/leaf  compost  facility  is  opened  and  operated  at  this  time.  The 
maintenance  and  mowing  of  city  parks,  schools,  and  cemeteries  begins. 

This  past  year  the  Department  paved  partially  or  completely  a total  of  32  streets.  This 
was  the  most  aggressive  upkeep  of  our  roadways  in  recent  history. 

The  normal  day-to-day  operation  consists  of  the  following: 

Maintenance  of  sixteen  hundred  catch  basins 

Pruning,  trimming,  and  removal  of  city  trees 

Burials  and  related  work  in  the  City  cemeteries 

Maintaining  city  roads  and  sidewalks 

Maintaining  and  repairing  vehicles  for  police,  fire,  emergency  management,  water  and  sewer 
departments 

Repair  and/or  replacement  of  city  street  signs 
Provide  a city  carpenter 

Provide  daily  maintenance  of  business  area

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  broke  ground  for  the  new  March’s 
Hill  Water  Tower  on  March  17,  1997.  The  plans  are  to  put  the  new  tank 
on  line  sometime  in  the  Fall  of  1997.  This  tank  will  hold  750,000  gallons 
of  water  and  should  provide  appropriate  pressure  and  volume  for  all  of  our 
customers  in  the  South  end  of  our  system.  Once  the  new  tower  is  tied  to  the 
existing  standpipe  near  the  Anna  Jaques  Hospital,  via  a new  16”  water  main 
along  High  Street,  the  entire  City  will  benefit. 

We  continue  our  steady  and  deliberate  quest  to  replace  all  undersized  and 
out-dated  water  lines  in  the  neighborhoods  as  monies  allow.  We  look  forward 
to  the  interest  fi-ee  loans  promised  by  the  Federal  SAFE  WATER  DRINKING 
ACT  to  complete  as  much  work  as  our  budget  will  allow. 

The  Newburyport  Water  Works  is  responsible  for  providing  all  City  residents, 
a small  section  of  Oldtown,  in  Newbury,  and  West  Newbury  with  a clean,  safe, 
economical,  and  plentiful  water  source.  We  endeavor  to  meet  this  challenge  each 
and  every  day  despite  the  advent  of  increased  Federal  and  State  guidelines  and 
requirements,  most  of  which  are  un-flinded  mandates.  We  are  here  to  work 
for  you.

The  Newbury  port  Sewer  Department  operates  approximately  seventy  five  miles  of  sewer 
mains,  sixteen  lift  stations  and  a 3.4  MGD  secondary  activated  sludge  treatment  plant 
called  the  Wastewater  Treatment  Facility  (WWTF).  In  Fiscal  Year  1997  (FY97),  an 
average  of  3.28  MGD  of  sewerage  flow  was  pumped  and  treated  at  the  WWTF  for  a total 
treated  volume  of  1 .2  trillion  gallons.  This  was  an  increase  in  volume  of  approximately 
9%  from  Fiscal  Year  1996.  A significant  portion  of  this  flow  was  due  to  the  October 
1996  rain  event  that  has  been  since  classified  as  the  one  in  250  year  storm.  Our  NPDES 
permit  requires  removals  for  BOD  and  TSS  of  85%,  with  a maximum  concentration  in 
the  effluent  of  30  mg/1  (or  30  parts  per  million)  on  an  average  monthly  basis.  The 
WWTF  routinely  removed  95%  or  greater  of  these  potential  pollutants,  for  an  effluent 
concentration  of  BOD  routinely  below  13  mg/1  (an  8%  reduction  from  FY96)  and  an 
effluent  concentration  of  TSS  routinely  below  9 mg/1  (an  18%  reduction  from  FY96),  as 
shown  on  the  table  below:

This  Department  responded  to  157  sewer  calls  in  FY97,  an  increase  of  5%  over  FY96. 

We  also  responded  to  2 odor  complaints,  a decrease  of  92%  from  FY96  and  a decrease  of 
95%  from  FY95. 
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We  received,  approved  and  inspected  the  construction  of  72  new  connections  to  the 
system  from  39  separate  areas  of  the  City,  an  increase  of  85%  from  FY96. 

This  department  continues  to  operate  under  its  Capital  Plan  which  is  updated  annually 
and  is  separated  into  immediate,  1 year,  2 year,  3 year  and  5 year  increments.  This  plan  is 
consistent  with  the  Mayor's  and  the  City  Council's  Vision  Statement  of  maintaining  and 
improving  the  City's  infrastructure  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  rate  payers  while 
simultaneously  operating  our  infrastructure  in  the  most  efficient  manner  possible. 

Finally,  this  department  undertook  significant  projects  in  FY97  including  repairs  to 
primary  and  secondary  clarifiers  and  the  gravity  thickener,  addition  of  Ferric  Chloride  for 
Odor  Control,  sludge  reclassification  (saving  43%  from  this  line  item),  installation  of  a 
cover  to  the  aerobic  digestor,  design  of  replacement  of  4 lift  stations  (obtain  0%  interest 
loan  for  construction),  implement  new  industrial  pretreatment  limits,  begin  taking  septage 
at  the  WWTF,  creation  of  a sewer  specification  for  new  construction,  creation  of  an 
Infiltration/Inflow  reduction  program,  obtain  financial  assistance  for  low  income  rate 
payers,  refiling  of  our  NPDES  permit,  begin  GIS  activities,  assist  in  obtaining  a boat 
pumpout  permit  from  DEP,  manage  Storm  Drainage  study  being  performed  by  MVPC 
and  funded  by  MHD,  obtain  a $20,000  grant  and  $200,000  zero  percent  interest  loan  for 
septic  system  improvements,  respond  to  the  10/96  rain  event  that  was  classified  as  the  1 
in  250  years  event  and  receive  FEMA  assistance  to  fund  repairs  caused  by  this  event,  and 
initiate  a safety  video  series  at  the  WWTF. 

This  department  serves  approximately  7,900  customers  and  stands  ready  and  able  to  serve 
each  of  them  as  well  as  answer  any  and  all  questions  and  comments  they  may  have.

To  Her  Honor  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council: 

The  Newburyport  Conservation  Commission  is  delegated  with  the  primary  responsibility  of 
administering  and  enforcing  the  Massachusetts  Wetlands  Protection  Act  (General  Laws  Chapter 
131,  Section  40),  and  for  the  administration  of  the  Agricultural  Preservation  Restriction  Program 
within  the  City  of  Newburyport. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  the  Commission,  over  the  course  of  22  public  meetings, 
conducted  public  hearings  on  17  Notices  of  Intent;  from  these  13  were  approved  subject  to 
appropriate  conditions,  2 were  withdrawn,  1 was  denied  and  1 continued.  The  Commission 
considered  34  Requests  for  Determination  of  Applicability  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act, 
issuing  30  Negative  Determinations,  1 Positive  Determination,  1 minor  amendment,  1 was 
withdrawn  by  the  applicant  and  1 decision  was  appealed.  The  Commission  issued  1 Extension  of 
the  Order  of  Condition,  10  Enforcement  Orders.  6 Cenificates  of  Compliance,  1 Abbreviated 
Notice  of  Intent,  1 Cease  and  Desist  Order  and  5 .Amendments  to  Order  of  Conditions.  Also, 
there  were  40  applicants  that  appeared  before  the  Commission  for  Informal  Discussions. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  generated  frmds  from  filing  fees  established  by  the 
Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP).  .As  established  by  legislation,  these  fimds  have 
been  placed  in  a separate  account  to  be  appropriated  only  for  conservation  purposes.  The  funds 
could  be  used  for  consultants  as  the  need  arises  to  put  the  administration  of  conservation  matters 
on  a firmer  footing. 

Raymond  Talkington  of  the  Conservation  Commission  is  also  a member  of  the  Soil  Removal 
Board  in  the  City  of  Newburyport.

4)  Avoid  the  loss  of  utihty  services  which  if  damaged  by  flooding  would  disrupt  or  shut 
down  the  utihty  network  and  impact  regions  of  the  community  beyond  the  site  of 
flooding; 

5)  Eliminate  costs  associated  with  the  response  and  cleanup  of  flooding  conditions; 

6)  Reduce  damage  to  pubhc  and  private  property  resulting  from  flooding  waters. 

XHT-B  Development  regulations 

The  foUowing  requirements  apply  in  the  floodplain  district: 

1.  The  Floodplain  District  is  estabhshed  as  an  overlay  district  to  ah  other  districts.  Ah 
development  in  the  district,  including  structural  and  non- structural  activities,  whether 
permitted  by  right  or  by  special  permit  must  be  in  comphance  with  Chapter  131,  Section 
40  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  with  the  fohowing: 

a.  Section  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Buhding  Code  which  addresses  Floodplain  and 
coastal  high  hazard  areas  (currently  780  CMR  2102,0  ‘Tloodplain  Resistant 
Construction”); 

b.  Wetlands  Protection  Regulation,  Department  of  Environmental  Protection  (DEP) 
(currently  310  CMR  10.00); 

c.  Inlands  Wetlands  Restrictions,  DEP  (currently  302  CMR  6.00); 

d.  Coastal  Wetlands  Restrictions,  DEP  (currently  302  CMR  4.00); 

e.  Minimum  Requirements  for  the  Subsurface  Disposal  of  Sanitary  Sewage,  DEP 
(currently  3 10  CMR  15,  Title  5);  Any  variance  from  the  provision  and 
requirements  of  the  above  referenced  state  regulations  may  only  be  granted  m 
accordance  wdth  the  required  procedures  of  these  state  regulations. 

2.  Within  Zone  A,  where  the  base  flood  elevation  is  not  provided  on  the  FIRM,  the  building 
official  shall  obtain  and  review  any  already  existing  base  flood  elevation  data. 

3.  Located  within  the  floodplain  district  are  areas  designated  as  coastal  high  hazard  areas 
(Zone  V1-V30).  Since  these  areas  are  extremely  hazardous  due  to  high  velocity  waters 
from  tidal  surges  and  hurricane  wave  wash,  the  following  provisions  shall  apply: 
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a.  All  Proposals  must  adhere  to  the  requirements  of  Section  B.  1 

b.  All  new  construction  shall  be  located  landward  of  the  reach  of  the  mean  high  tide. 

c.  Man-made  alteration  of  sand  dimes,  which  would  increase  potential  flood  damage, 
is  now  prohibited. 

4.  Base  Flood  Elevation  Data.  Bas  flood  elevation  data  is  required  for  subdivision 
proposal  or  other  development  greater  that  50  lots  or  5 acres,  whichever  is  the  lesser, 
within  unnumbered  A zones.

Shopping/Retail  Service  Centers  (No.  401)  as  of  March  10,  1997,  required  rear  and  side 
yards,  which  abut  other  property  in  Business  (use  items  nos.  401-422)  or  Food  Service 
(use  items  nos.  501-504)  use  shall  only  be  twenty  (20)  feet.” 

Appendix  VII-D.5,  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Newburyport,  of  the  Revised  Code  of 
Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  is  hereby  amended  in  the  following  manner: 

Add  a new  section  VIII-D.5  to  read  as  follows: 

“5.  Business  Districts  (B),  Shopping  Centers,  Allowed  Signs.  In  addition  to  Section 
VTD-D.S,  the  following  requirements  shall  apply  to  all  signs  and  other  advertising  devices 
attached  to  the  side  of  the  building  containing  the  principal  entrance  to  each  store  within  a 
shopping  center  (use  item  401)  where  such  use  began  prior  to  September  14,  1992  in  a 
business  district. 

The  sign  area  for  the  principal  entrance  of  each  store  shall  not  exceed  the  lesser  of  four 
hundred  fifty  (45)  square  feet  or  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  area  of  the  sideof  the  store 
building  which  contains  the  principal  entrance.”

The  Newburyport  Board  of  Health  is  comprised  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  staggered 
terms  of  three  years  each.  The  Board  meets  the  last  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  City  Hall.  The  current 
board  members  are: 

Duncan  G.  LaBay,  Ph  D.,  Chair 
Larry  Olney,  M.D. 

Gerard  J.  DeLisle,  D.M.D. 


The  Board  of  Health,  under  M.G.L.  Ch.  1 1 1 Sect.  26,  appoints  a Director  of  Public  Health  to  manage  the 
day-to-day  operation  of  the  department.  Coming  under  Ae  umbrella  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  the  Animal 
Control  Officer,  the  Wiring  Inspector,  Plumbing  Inspector,  Gas  Inspector,  Animal  Inspector  and  Sealer  of 
Weights  & Measures. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  responsibility  for  administration  of  the  solid  waste  and  recycling  service  contracts. 
The  city’s  curbside  recycling  program  is  considered  by  many  experts  in  the  field,  to  be  a “benchmark”  for 
small  community^  regional  recv'cling. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  responsible  for  the  distribution  of  state  provided  vaccines  to  local  doctors,  hospitals 
and  clinics.  The  board  contracts  the  Home  Health  Care  of  Greater  Newburyport  for  Public  Health  Nursing 
services.  These  services  include  but  are  not  limited  to  w ell-child  clinics,  blood  pressure  and  cholesterol 
clinics  and  the  influenza  clinics  held  each  fall.  In  1997,  over  4,500  doses  of  influenza  vaccine  were 
distributed  in  Newburyport. 

In  October,  a Household  Hazardous  Waste  collection  was  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  of  West 
Newbury,  "niis  was  the  fourth  time  the  two  communities  collaborated  on  this  event  and  it  is  well  received 
by  residents  from  each  community. 

In  June,  the  Board  was  informed  that  we  would  be  receiving  a D.E.P.  recycling  technical  assistance  grant  of 
$170,000  to  improve  and  enclose  the  recycling  center.  With  the  technical  assistance  funding  promised  for 
FY’99,  plans  are  under  way  for  the  improvements  to  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1998.
